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FARTHINGS  IN  BRITAIN.

Before  1279  there  were  no  actual  farthings  minted  in  Britain.  For  small  change 
the  silver  penny,  then  the  smallest  coin,  was  cut  into  halves  and  quarters  to  give 
halfpennies  and  farthings.  It  was  a  crime  for  the  public  to  cut  their  coins  because  of 
fraud,  e.g.  cutting  the  penny  into  five  pieces  or  cutting  the  quarters  too  small  and 
melting  the  silver  thus  gained.  To  combat  this  the  long  cross  penny  was  introduced 
,||  by  Henry  III  in  1247.  The  double  lined  cross,  which  now  extended  to  the  edge  of  the 
coin,  showed  the  legal  lines  for  division  into  farthings;  any  farthing  not  showing  a 
complete  quarter  of  the  cross  was  invalid. 

However,  even  this  did  not  stop  the  illegal  cutting  of  the  pennies.  There  was  only 
one  solution— to  mint  round  halfpence  and  farthings.  They  were  first  issued  in  1279 
and  they  are  the  first  coins  that  can  really  be  called  farthings.  The  coins  were  very 
small  and  contained  quite  a  bit  less  than  a  quarter  of  the  silver  in  a  silver  penny.  This 
is  because  the  Mint  relied  upon  a  seignorage  to  cover  the  cost  of  making  the  bullion 
into  coins.  These  coins  weighed  54  grains  but  owing  to  the  price  of  silver  they  became 
smaller.  Experiments  were  made  by  using  baser  silver  alloy,  but  these  were  not 
popular  with  the  people  and  by  the  reign  of  Edward  VI  the  farthings  weighed  only 
two  grains.  Since  the  reign  of  Edward  IV  issues  had  been  few  and  far  between  with 
very  small  mintings,  and  silver  farthings  finally  disappeared  in  1553.  The  design  had 
remained  nearly  the  same  throughout  the  years  and  hardly  differed  from  the  silver 
penny. 
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Elizabeth  I  made  changes  in  the  gold  and  silver  coinages  and  even  thought  about 
the  idea  ol  copper  halfpence  and  farthings  to  weigh  24  and  12  grains  respectively. 
Quite  a  number  of  different  patterns  were  made  but  were  never  issued.  However  a 
three-farthing  silver  coin  was  issued  in  1561.  This  was  used  to  give  change  from  a 
penny  for  an  article  costing  a  farthing.  It  could  also  be  used  with  the  halfpenny  which 
was  still  issued.

In  the  next  reign  proposals  for  copper  tokens  were  also  considered,  but  in  1613 
James  I  authorised  Lord  Harrington  to  strike  copper  farthings  by  selling  him  a 
patent,  and  at  the  same  time  all  unofficial  copper  tokens  were  prohibited.  These 
copper  farthings  were  tinned  at  first  to  represent  silver  coins  but  later  issues  were  not. 
In  order  to  get  them  into  circulation,  twenty-one  shillings’  worth  of  farthings  were 
sold  for  twenty  shillings  in  sterling.  At  first  Lord  Harrington’s  share  of  the  profit  was 
to  be  half,  but  before  the  contract  was  sealed  the  King  lowered  Lord  Harrington’s 
share  to  £25,000.  The  tokens  were  not  to  weigh  less  than  six  grains. 

The  design  on  the  obverse  shows  two  crossed  sceptres  passing  through  a  crown, 
and  surrounded  by  the  abbreviated  royal  style  and  titles.  The  reverse  has  a  crowned 
harp  surrounded  by  a  continuation  of  the  titles;  the  pieces  are  undated  but  bear  a 
series  of  privy  marks.  In  1616  the  patent  passed  to  the  Duke  of  Lennox,  after  having 
gone  to  the  son  and  then  the  widow  of  Lord  Harrington  after  his  death  in  1614.  In 
1624  it  passed  on  to  Lennox’s  widow,  the  Duchess  of  Richmond.  Finally  in  1634  the 
patent  passed  to  Lord  Maltravers.  The  designs  of  all  the  tokens  are  similar  but  some 
details  differ.  The  Maltravers  issues  have  an  inner  ring  on  both  sides.  Certain  oval 
examples  are  thought  to  have  been  issued  for  Ireland.

The  final  issues  (1636-43)  were  also  made  under  the  authority  of  Lord  Maltravers, 
but  differ  in  that  a  rose  replaces  the  harp  on  the  reverse.  They  usually  have  a  wedge 
of  brass  in  the  flan  as  a  security  measure.  In  one  type  the  sceptres  are  crossed  below 
the  crown  instead  of  through  it.  There  are  many  minor  differences  in  the  two  reigns 
and  Peck  lists  326  varieties ! 

The  method  of  production  was  unusual.  Sheets  of  copper  were  impressed 
between  a  pair  of  rollers  on  which  the  designs  were  engraved  and  the  coin  subse¬ 
quently  punched  out. 

The  Civil  War  ended  all  royal  token  issues.  They  had  been  revoked  in  1643,  and  a 
flood  of  unofficial  tokens  were  issued  as  no  farthings  were  issued  by  the  Common¬ 
wealth  or  Cromwell.  Farthing  tokens  were  most  predominant  in  parts  of  South  Wales, 
the  Southern  Counties,  Oxfordshire,  East  Anglia  and  the  extreme  north  of  England. 
Some  local  authorities  realised  that  it  was  the  poor  who  suffered  because  of  the 
Government’s  indifference  to  the  national  need  for  small  change.  Sometimes  the 
Mayor  of  a  town  would  issue  a  token.  Approximately  10,000  different  tokens  were 
issued  in  this  period.  Considering  this  widespread  issue  they  are,  in  many  cases, 
remarkably  uniform  in  size  and  design.  This  was  probably  because  their  manufac- 
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ture  was  concentrated  in  the  hands  of  relatively  few  makers.  Commonly  they  have, 
on  the  obverse,  a  design  emblematic  of  a  trade  or  of  an  inn  sign,  etc.  Generally  the 
reverse  has  a  circle  with  the  initials  of  the  issuer  inside  and  the  place  of  origin  and  date 
around  the  edge.  They  are  usually  made  of  copper  or  more  rarely  of  brass.  Variations 
of  this  pattern  are  quite  common,  particularly  in  London  where  larger  and  more 
elaborate  designs  are  found,  and  occasionally  pieces  that  are  square,  heart-shaped  or 
of  other  fancy  shapes. 

The  issue  of  private  tokens  continued  for  some  years  after  the  restoration  of 
Charles  II.  In  Ireland  in  1660-1  there  was  an  issue  of ‘Royal’ farthing  tokens  which 
are  known  as  the  ‘Armstrong’  issue.  In  England  it  was  not  until  about  1665  that  the 
attentions  of  the  Government  was  given  to  the  situation.  Many  patterns  for  copper 
coins  were  made  and  finally  in  1672  the  Government  issued  a  simplified  version  of 
one  of  the  patterns.  They  have  the  bust  of  the  King  to  the  left  with  the  inscription 
‘carolus  A  carolo’  (Charles  from  Charles)  on  the  obverse.  On  the  reverse  is 
Britannia  with  ‘Britannia’  around  and  the  date  in  the  exergue.  Similar  halfpennies 
were  issued  at  the  same  time. 

It  was  resolved  to  make  the  coins  of  full  value  of  pure  copper,  but  the  Mint  ex¬ 
perienced  difficulty  as  they  had  no  knowledge  of  striking  copper  coins.  Ready  made 
copper  blanks  were  therefore  imported  from  Sweden  which  had  had  a  regular  copper 
coinage  for  over  one  hundred  years.  The  Swedish  copper  proved  satisfactory  but  it 
was  felt  that  this  country  should  be  independent  of  foreign  imports,  so  in  1684  the 
former  copper  coins  were  made  out  of  tin  but  with  a  copper  plug  and  an  inscribed 
edge.  This  also  helped  the  British  tin  mines  in  the  West  Country  which  were  falling 
on  hard  times.

These  tin  issues  continued  through  the  reign  of  James  II  (1685-88)  and  into  the 
joint  reign  of  William  and  Mary.  There  is  a  cuirassed,  and  later  a  draped,  bust  on  the 
farthings  of  James  II.  The  first  issue,  1689/90,  for  William  and  Mary  has  small 
draped  busts,  and  the  second  issue  has  large  cuirassed  busts.  In  both  cases  the  busts 
are  conjoined  facing  right.  Many  patterns  were  made,  several  of  different  metals.  A 
patent  was  granted  to  Andrew  Corbet  for  coining  780  tons  of  copper  halfpennies  and 
farthings  over  a  period  of  nine  years  from  25th  March  1693  for  which  he  was  to  pay 
an  annual  rent  of  £1,000,  but  this  patent  lasted  for  a  short  while  and  only  three  of  his 
farthings  have  been  found.  In  1694,  Parliament  passed  a  resolution  forbidding  any 
more  tin  coins  to  be  made.  A  licence  was  granted  to  Sir  J.  Herne,  Sir  F.  Parry,  G. 
Clark,  A.  Slaney  and  D.  Barton  to  strike  700  tons  of  halfpennies  and  farthings  over 
seven  years.  Copper  farthings  were  again  issued  in  the  reign  of  William  III  until  1701 
when  there  was  a  suspension  of  copper  coinage.  Between  1701  and  1717  there  was  no 
real  copper  coinage  except  for  several  hundred  Queen  Anne  farthings  issued  for 
circulation  in  1714.  There  were  many  patterns. 

The  1717  and  1718  farthings  of  George  I  are  thicker  and  less  in  diameter  than 
other  issues  and  are  known  as  ‘dumps’.  Later  issues  have  a  greater  diameter  but  are 
thinner. 

Two  heads  (young  and  old)  are  found  on  the  farthings  of  George  II.  Issues  were 
fairly  plentiful  during  this  reign.

In  the  next  reign,  George  III,  farthings  were  at  first  made  in  1771,  1773-5.  No 
more  appeared  for  another  twenty-four  years.  This,  therefore,  caused  another  influx 
of  tokens.  Penny  and  halfpenny  tokens  were  in  great  abundance,  but  farthings  were 
rather  scarce,  and  some  forgeries  of  the  regal  coinage  occurred.  These  were  accepted 
as  they  were  better  than  nothing !  The  first  tokens  of  this  period  were  issued  by  the 
Anglesey  Mines  in  1787.  The  designs  vary,  some  bear  famous  people  and  others  were 
propaganda  issues. 

In  1797  Matthew  Boulton’s  cartwheel  pennies  and  twopences  were  issued. 
Patterns  for  farthings  and  also  halfpennies  were  made  but  were  never  issued.  These 
latter  two  denominations  finally  appeared  in  1799.  They  were  not  of  the  cartwheel 
type  and  weighed  less  than  these  previous  issues. 


The  first  copper  issues  for  George  IV  were  made  in  1821.  Only  the  farthing  wras 
issued  and  it  continued  until  1826  when  the  King  ordered  a  new  head  to  be  used  as  he 
disapproved  of  the  earlier  one  by  Pistrucci.  The  reverse  of  these  corns  bears  Britannia 
seated  and  facing  right  with  the  British  Lion  by  her  side.  The  second  issue  appeared 
in  1826  with  a  new  head.  Pence  and  halfpence  were  also  issued  and  they  first  appeared 
in  1825.  The  reverse  design  remained  in  use  until  1860.  The  obverses  were  changed 
when  the  reigns  changed. 

The  Victorian  farthings  had  not  as  many  varieties  as  the  pennies  and  halfpennies. 
This  is  because  discarded  dies  for  sovereigns  were  often  used  and  these  were  much 
more  carefully  made. 

From  1828  to  1856  half- farthings  were  issued  for  Ceylon,  but  these  were  made 
current  in  this  country  in  1842.  Third-farthings  wrere  struck  for  Malta  and  also 
quarter-farthings  for  Ceylon.  These  latter  two  were  not  current  in  this  country. 
These  big  copper  coins  continued  until  1860  when  the  famous  ‘bun’  issues  appeared. 
The  alloy  consisted  of  95%  copper  4%  tin  and  1%  zinc.

The  use  of  a  new  metal  made  it  possible  to  reduce  the  size  of  the  coins.  They 
continued  over  the  years  with  a  fair  number  of  varieties.  The  main  one  is  the  ageing 
of  the  bust  of  the  Queen.  Peck  lists  71  different  coins  of  this  denomination. 
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In  1895,  when  a  new  bust  of  the  Queen  appeared  (by  Thomas  Brock)  the  obverse 
of  the  farthing  and  the  half-sovereign  were  almost  the  same.  This  was  the  first  time 
this  had  occurred  and  it  was  therefore  possible  to  pass  bright  new  farthings  as  half- 
sovereigns  at  any  place  where  money  changed  hands  quickly.  The  Royal  Mint  tried 
experiments  to  stop  this  practice,  e.g.  reducing  the  size  of  the  Queen’s  bust,  putting  a 
large  J  by  the  bust.  Other  experiments  were  made,  but  in  the  end  the  problem  was 
solved  by  issuing  the  farthings  with  a  blackened  finish.  This  practice  began  in  1897 
and  continued  up  to  and  including  1917.  The  obverse  of  the  Edward  VII  coins  were 
designed  by  G.  W.  De  Saulles.  A  third-farthing  for  Malta  was  also  issued  in  this 
reign. 

Farthings  wTere  issued  in  the  reign  of  George  V  but  the  bust  by  Sir  Bertram  Mac- 
kennal  was  unsuccessful,  though  mainly  on  the  larger  bronze  coins.  In  1926  the  bust 
was  slightly  modified,  but  when  it  was  reduced  in  size  on  the  pence  and  halfpence  in 
1928,  it  remained  the  same  on  the  farthings. 

A  few  trial  farthings  were  made  for  Edward  VIII’s  reign.  They  have  H.  Wilson 
Parker’s  reverse  as  have  the  farthings  of  George  VI  and  Elizabeth  II.  In  1949  and 
1954  the  farthings  had  legend  changes  as  did  other  British  coins.  Owing  to  rising 
prices  the  farthing  was  gradually  becoming  useless  and  the  last  farthing  was  made  in 
1956. 

By  a  proclamation  dated  26th  October,  I960,  the  farthing  ceased  to  be  legal  tender 
after  31st  December,  1960. 


THE  LIFE  AND  WORKS  OF  J.  B.  MERLEN 
AT  THE  ROYAL  MINT.

Jean  Baptiste  Louis  Merlen  was  employed  at  the  Royal  Mint  for  nearly  twenty- 
five  years,  yet  he  is  an  engraver  about  whom  very  little  has  been  written.  His  col¬ 
leagues  at  the  Royal  Mint  during  this  period,  William  Wyon  (Second  Engraver,  later 
Chief  Engraver),  and  Benedetto  Pistrucci  (“chief  engraver”,  later  Chief  Medallist), 
tend  to  overshadow  Merlen’s  work  and  also  his  personality.  Both  have  been  the 
subjects  for  short  discourses  in  the  1965  and  1966  Mint  Reports.  At  first  sight,  Wyon 
and  Pistrucci  would  appear  to  be  the  main  engravers  of  this  period,  but  an  examina¬ 
tion  of  Merlen’s  work  at  the  Royal  Mint  suggests  a  rather  different  assessment.  When 
studying  the  issues  of  George  IV,  William  IV  and  Victoria  (Young  Head  Type),  we 
immediately  become  aware  of  the  initials  of  either  William  Wyon  or  Benedetto 
Pistrucci.  Unlike  these  two  men,  particularly  Pistrucci,  Merlen  seldom  placed  his 
initials  on  his  work,  and  when  he  did,  he  concealed  them  so  that  they  would  not 
detract  from  the  main  design.  Combined,  these  factors  make  Merlen  an  interesting 
subject  for  research  and  the  inevitable  questions  arise:  Where  did  he  come  from? 
What  was  he  like  ?  Which  are  his  works  ? 

Merlen  was  born  in  1769  (?),  and  Forrer  in  his  publication  “Biographical  Dic¬ 
tionary  of  Medallists”,  states  that  he  was  Dutch  of  Flemish  origin,  but  I  am  not 
convinced  of  this  in  view  of  certain  factors  which  have  led  me  to  form  a  different 
conclusion.  First,  Pistrucci  in  his  evidence  to  the  1848  Commission  on  the  Royal 
Mint  always  refers  to  Merlen  as  a  “Frenchman”.  Secondly,  a  letter  from  the  Mint  to 
the  Treasury  of  14th  November,  1827,  makes  the  following  statement: 

“  .  .  .  an  assistant  engraver,  Mr.  Merlin  a  native  of  Paris  (not  on  establishment)  has  been, 
since  1820,  provisionally  employed.” 


Thirdly,  Merlen  states  in  his  memorial  requesting  permission  to  retire  dated  2nd 
May,  1844: 

“J’exer<;ais  en  France  (ma  Patrie)  la  Profession  de  Graveur  sur  metaux,” 

(I  exercised  in  France  (my  native  country)  the  profession  of  engraver  on  metals). 
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For  these  reasons  I  believe  Merlen  was  a  Frenchman,  possibly  a  native  of  Paris,  and 
not,  as  stated  by  Forrer,  Dutch  of  Flemish  origin. 

There  is  also  a  certain  amount  of  confusion  over  the  spelling  of  his  name.  Kenyon, 
Hawkins,  Crowther  and  Spink,  all  spell  his  name  merlin  and  so  does  the  Report  of 
the  1837  Committee  on  the  Royal  Mint.  Forrer,  Seaby  and  Bressett,  however,  spell 
his  name  merlen,  and  this  spelling  is  supported  by  the  majority  of  entries  in  the 
Royal  Mint  Record  Books,  and  by  the  Report  of  the  1848  Commission  on  the  Mint. 
It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  Forrer  gives  Merlen’s  Christian  names  as  johann 
baptist,  but  in  a  document  of  10th  July,  1844,  giving  Charles  Elouis  of  the  Mint 
warrant  of  attorney,  and  signed  by  Merlen,  his  full  name  is  given  as  jean  baptiste 
louis  merlen.  On  the  medals  he  produced  under  the  First  Empire  in  France  his 
surname  is  spelt  merlen,  and  I  feel  that  the  correct  spelling  of  his  surname  is  merlen, 
(though  variations  in  the  spelling  of  surnames  were  much  more  common  at  that  time 
than  they  are  today). 

On  Merlen’s  life  before  1820  I  am  unable  to  shed  much  light,  except  that  his 
earliest  known  work  is  a  jetton  of  the  Medical  Society  of  Brussels  which  was  instituted 
on  19th  July,  1804.  From  late  1804  he  was  employed  at  the  Paris  Medal  Mint,  and 
his  last  known  work  there  is  a  jetton  commemorating  the  march  of  Napoleon  from 
Elba  to  Paris  in  1815.  With  the  collapse  of  the  French  Empire  after  Waterloo  there 
was  probably  little  work  available  at  the  Paris  Medal  Mint,  and  no  medals  or  jettons 
appear  to  have  been  produced  by  Merlen  between  1815  and  1820.  His  work  at  this 
stage  is  usually  signed  Merlen  F. 

The  first  intimation  of  Merlen’s  arrival  at  the  Royal  Mint  is  a  note  authorising  his 
employment  and  giving  details  of  his  wages.  His  duties  were  to  assist  Pistrucci  in  the 
engraving  of  dies,  and  the  reason  for  the  appointment  was  clearly  to  lessen  the  burden 
of  work  falling  on  Pistrucci  as  a  result  of  the  accession  of  a  new  King,  George  IV. 
Also  perhaps,  though  this  is  conjecture  on  my  part,  to  enable  Pistrucci  to  spend  more* 
time  on  the  famous  Waterloo  Medal  which  had  been  commissioned  the  year  before. 
Forrer  states  Merlen  was  employed  on  the  recommendation  of  Pistrucci  who  had 
probably  met  him  in  France.  This  view  is  also  supported  by  Craig.  A  Mint  letter  of 
9th  May,  1844,  does  not  really  substantiate  this  view,  however,  and  runs  as  follows: 

“It  will  be  seen  by  Mr.  Merlen’s  memorial  that  he  is  a  native  of  France,  and  that  he  was 
first  brought  into  the  Mint  by  Lord  Maryborough  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  the  designs 
and  engraving  the  dies  for  the  reverses  of  the  coins  about  to  be  struck  on  the  accession  of  George 
IV  to  the  Throne,  having  been  recommended  to  his  Lordship  as  a  skilful  engraver  on  Steel, 
and  particularly  in  the  arms  and  ornamental  work  usually  struck  on  the  Reverse  of  the  Coins.” 

Unfortunately,  Mr.  Gladstone  does  not  mention  in  his  letter  who  it  was  that  recom¬ 
mended  Merlen  to  Lord  Maryborough  (William  Wellesley  Pole).  If  Pistrucci  had 
been  solely  responsible  for  bringing  Merlen  into  the  Royal  Mint,  I  feel  Merlen  would 
have  mentioned  this  in  his  memorial  requesting  permission  to  retire,  but  he  does  not. 
Pistrucci  does  not  mention  this  either  in  his  evidence  to  the  1848  Commission  on  the 
Mint.  The  act  of  bringing  Merlen  into  Mint  service  was,  in  any  event,  in  character 
with  Poles’s  policy  of  procuring  the  best  engravers  from  any  source.  It  is  a  matter  of 
record  that  Pole  and  Pistrucci  met  in  Paris  on  at  least  one  occasion,  and  it  is  quite 
possible  that  Pole  may  have  seen  or  heard  of  Merlen  and  his  abilities  whilst  he  was 
there.  Merlen’s  memorial  requesting  permission  to  retire  implies  that  it  was  his 
general  reputation,  rather  than  the  act  of  a  single  person,  which  was  responsible  for 
his  introduction  into  Mint  service. 

In  his  evidence  to  the  1837  Committee  on  the  Royal  Mint,  Mr.  Morrison,  the 
then  Deputy  Master,  made  the  following  statement  when  questioned  about  the  Second 
Engraver’s  appointment  and  salary  (Merlen  was  by  this  time  fulfilling  the  duties  of 
the  Second  Engraver): 
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“By  Salary.  Mr.  Merlin  in  fact  holds  no  regular  appointment  from  the  Treasury;  the  Master 
appointed  him,  it  is  not  a  King’s  appointment,  by  the  King’s  Warrant;  it  used  to  be  entirely  bv 
the  King.  It  is  in  the  Treasury  now,  and  the  Second  Engraver  is  merely  appointed  by  the 
Master.” 

Merlen  was  appointed  by  an  order  of  the  Master  dated  11th  February,  1820,  and 
commenced  duties  on  20th  February.  He  was  paid  an  initial  wage  of  three  guineas  per 
week  for  the  first  month,  and  four  guineas  per  week  thereafter.  At  first  his  wages  were 
paid  weekly  without  any  reductions,  but  later  he  was  paid  quarterly  as  were  all  the 
establishment  of  the  Mint.  Like  Pistrucci,  Merlen  came  under  the  terms  of  the  Statute 
ot  Limitations  (12/13  William  III),  the  relevant  section  of  which  runs  as  follows: 

“That  after  the  said  limitation  shall  take  effect,  as  aforesaid  no  person  born  out  of  the 
Kingdoms  of  England,  Scotland,  or  Ireland  or  Dominions  thereunto  belonging  (although  he 
be  nationalized  or  made  a  Denizen  (except  such  as  (are)  born  of  English  Parents)  shall  be 
capable  to  be  of  the  Privy  Council  or  a  member  of  Either  House  of  Parliament,  or  to  enjoy  any 
Office  Civil  or  Military  or  to  have  any  Grant  of  Lands,  tenements  or  Hereditaments  from  the 
Crown  to  Himself,  or  to  any  others  in  trust  for  Him.” 

How  then  could  Merlen  be  employed  at  the  Royal  Mint,  as  this  would  have  consti¬ 
tuted  an  “office”  under  the  terms  of  the  above  statute  and  as  such  would  have  been  a 
breach  of  the  law  ?  The  answer  has  been  provided  in  Mr.  Morrison’s  statement  re¬ 
produced  above.  Lord  Maryborough  (Pole)  used  the  same  principle  in  1820  as  he 
had  used  in  1817  when  dealing  with  Benedetto  Pistrucci.  Under  the  Indentures,  the 
Master  was  authorised : 

“As  often  as  need  shall  require  to  take  up  as  many  Engravers  to  Grave  the  irons  as  shall  be 
needfull.” 


Such  an  appointment  was  intended  to  be  a  temporary  measure  to  ensure  that  the 
coins  were  produced,  and  as  such  would  not  constitute  a  permanent  salaried  post 
under  the  Crown.  Thus  the  restrictions  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations  were  avoided, 
and  no  breach  of  the  law  took  place.  Merlen  is  usually  referred  to  in  the  Royal  Mint 
Record  Books  as  an  Extra-Assistant  Engraver.  This  was  a  temporary  post,  but  one 
that  in  Merlen’s  case  lasted  nearly  25  years. 

Merlen  did  not  waste  much  time  after  his  appointment  and  by  4th  September, 
1820,  had  progressed  sufficiently  far  with  his  work  on  the  reverse  device  for  the 
Halfcrown  of  that  year  to  enable  the  Master,  in  a  letter  of  that  date,  to  submit  designs 
for  the  obverse  (by  Pistrucci)  and  the  reverse  (by  Merlen)  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Privy  Council.  In  his  evidence  to  the  1848  Commission  on  the  Mint,  Pistrucci 
refers  to  Merlen’s  appointment  as  follows : 

“When  I  was  engaged  on  the  six  principle  coins  of  George  IV,  a  provisional  assistant  was 
employed  to  execute  the  arms  and  beat  the  letters,  he  was  a  Frenchman,  and  in  the  course  of  a 
single  year  all  six  coins  were  in  the  hands  of  the  Public.” 

Soon  after  this  the  King  signified  his  wish  that  the  bust  by  Chantrey  should 
appear  on  the  forthcoming  Double  Sovereign,  and  the  Master  was  ordered  to  direct 
Pistrucci  to  engrave  new  dies,  and  to  take  Chantrey’s  bust  of  the  King  as  his  model, 
with  the  following  result: 

“To  copy  the  work  of  another  artist  appeared  to  Mr.  Pistrucci  a  degrading  act.  He  declined 
obeying  the  order,  and  the  Master  was  under  the  necessity  of  procuring  an  inferior  artist  to 
engrave  the  Dies  from  the  Model.” 

For  reasons  which  will  become  apparent  later,  the  Master  would  not  ask  William 
Wyon  to  execute  a  work  which  had  been  declined  by  Pistrucci.  Consequently,  the 
task  fell  upon  Merlen  who  in  a  letter  of  15th  November,  1821,  agreed  to  copy  the 
bust.  This  incident  was  later  to  cost  Pistrucci  the  handsome  salary,  privileges  and 
duties  of  Chief  Engraver  which  he  had  received  from  Pole  in  compensation  for  being 
unable  to  be  formally  appointed  as  Chief  Engraver  (hence  the  inverted  commas  at  the 
beginning  of  this  paper). 

As  a  result  of  increased  work,  attendance  and  responsibility,  Merlen  started  to 
agitate  for  an  increase  in  salary  in  September,  1823,  having  engraved  the  Double 
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Sovereign  obverse,  and  the  reverses  of  the  Half  Sovereign,  Halfcrown,  Shilling  and 
Sixpence  authorised  that  year.  An  increase  in  salary  was  agreed  by  the  Master  of  the 
Mint  in  a  minute  to  the  Treasury  of  23rd  June,  1824, and  six  guineas  per  week  was 
paid  to  Merlen  with  effect  from  the  previous  17th  Alarch.  This  increase  in  Aierlen’s 
salary  does  not  appear  to  have  pleased  Pistrucci,  and  he  refers  to  it  quite  sourly  in 
his  evidence  to  the  1848  Commission: 

Whereas  I  have  ceased  to  be  Chief  Engraver,  the  pay  of  the  French  Engraver  has  been 
increased  by  one-third  on  the  plea  of  increased  duties.”

RHODESIAN  AWARDS  FOR  LONG  SERVICE  AND 
GOOD  CONDUCT  AND  SIMILAR  AWARDS.

In  1954  Southern  Rhodesia,  Northern  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland  formed  the 
Central  African  Federation  which  became  known  as  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland. 
In  1964  the  Federation  broke  up  and  split  into  three  Commonwealth  countries  now 
known  as  Rhodesia,  Zambia  (N.  Rhodesia)  and  Malawi  (Nyasaland).  There  is  no 
doubt  some  of  their  Long  Service  and  other  similar  awards  will  be  of  considerable 
interest  to  collectors  and  will  no  doubt  prove  to  be  quite  rare  items,  and  it  is  therefore 
considered  details  of  these  awards  issued  by  “Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland”,  and 
“Rhodesia”  may  be  of  interest. 

Rhodesia  since  her  declaration  of  independence  still  continues  to  issue  these 
awards. 

Long  Service  and  Good  Conduct  Medal  (Military) 

On  the  23rd  September,  1920,  a  Royal  Warrant  was  issued  instituting  a  new 
medal  known  as  the  “Long  Service  and  Good  Conduct  Medal  (Military)”.  This 
medal  replaced  the  “Permanent  Forces  of  the  Empire  beyond  the  Seas  Long  Service 
and  Good  Conduct  Medal”.  The  new  medal  had  a  standard  design  for  all  Common¬ 
wealth  Armies  and  the  British  Army  and  was : 

Obv.  In  relief  the  Royal  and  Imperial  Effigy  with  titular  legend. 

Rev.  The  inscription  “for  long  service  and  good  conduct”. 

Description  A  circular  silver  medal  1.4"  diameter. 

Suspension  A  silver  scroll  bar,  with  a  crimson  ribbon,  edged  white  1.25"  wide,  worn 
on  the  left  breast. 

The  only  difference  was  that  in  the  case  of  the  British  Army  it  had  a  clasp  with 
the  inscription  “regular  army”  and  the  Commonwealth  countries  had  a  clasp  with 
the  name  of  the  country. 

Two  interesting  clasps  to  this  medal  which  no  doubt  will  be  comparatively  rare 
are: 

“rhodesia  and  nyasaland”  Authorised  in  the  Federal  Government  Notice  No.  92 

of  1956  (Act  23/55). 

“rhodesia”  Authorised  by  an  amendment  to  the  above  notice. 

Meritorious  Service  Medal 

On  the  5th  February,  1931,  a  Royal  Warrant  was  issued  revising  the  rules  and 
regulations  concerning  the  “Meritorious  Service  Medal”  which  had  first  been 
authorised  on  the  19th  December,  1854.  This  new  medal  had  a  standard  design  for 
all  Commonwealth  Armies  and  the  British  Army  and  was : 

Obv.  The  Royal  Effigy  with  titular  legend. 

Rev.  The  words  “for  meritorious  service”  awarded  by  a  laurel  wreath  and 
surmounted  by  a  crown. 
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Description  A  silver  circular  medal  1.4"  diameter. 

Suspension  A  silver  scroll  bar,  with  a  crimson  ribbon  edged  white  and  a  white  stripe 
down  the  centre  1.25"  wide,  worn  on  the  left  breast. 

The  only  difference  was  that  Commonwealth  countries  had  a  clasp  with  the  name 
of  the  country  and  the  one  issued  to  the  British  Army  had  no  clasp. 

Two  interesting  clasps  to  this  medal  are: 

“RHODESIA  AND  nyasaland”  Authorised  in  the  Federal  Government  Notice  No  91 

of  1956  (Act  23/55) 

“rhodesia”  Authorised  by  an  amendment  to  the  above  notice. 

The  Efficiency  Decoration 

On  the  23rd  September,  1930,  a  Royal  Warrant  was  instituted  authorising  the 
“Efficiency  Decoration”.  This  Decoration  replaced  “The  Colonial  Auxiliary  Forces 
Decoration”  which  had  been  instituted  in  1899.  The  new  Decoration  was  a  standard 
design  for  all  Commonwealth  Territorial  Forces  and  the  British  Territorial  Army 
and  was : 

Obv.  An  oak  wreath  in  silver  tied  with  gold,  having  in  the  centre  the  Royal 
Cypher  and  Crown  in  gold. 

Description  An  oval  decoration  with  a  ring  mounting. 

Suspension  A  green  ribbon  with  a  gold  stripe  down  the  centre  1.5"  wide,  hanging 
from  a  silver  bar-brooch,  worn  on  the  left  breast. 

The  only  difference  was  that  Commonwealth  countries  had  the  name  of  the 
country  on  the  bar-brooch  and  the  British  Territorial  Army  had  the  inscription 
“territorial”  on  the  bar-brooch. 

Two  interesting  inscriptions  on  the  bar-brooch  to  this  Decoration  are: 
“rhodesia  and  nyasaland”  Authorised  in  the  Federal  Government  Notice  No.  93 

of  1956  (Act  23/55). 

“rhodesia”  Authorised  by  an  amendment  to  the  above  notice. 

The  Efficiency  Medal 

On  the  23rd  September,  1930,  a  Royal  Warrant  was  instituted  authorising 
“The  Efficiency  Medal”.  This  medal  replaced  “The  Colonial  Auxiliary  Forces 
Long  Service  Medal”  which  had  been  instituted  in  1899.  The  new  medal  was  a 
standard  design  for  all  Commonwealth  Territorial  Forces  and  the  British  Territorial 
Army  and  was : 

Obv.  In  relief  the  Royal  and  Imperial  Effigy  with  titular  legend. 

Rev.  The  inscription  “for  efficient  service”. 

Description  A  silver  oval  medal. 

Suspension  An  ornate  suspender  with  a  scroll  mount,  with  a  green  ribbon  with 
yellow  stripes  down  the  edges  1.25"  wide,  worn  on  the  left  breast. 

The  only  difference  was  that  Commonwealth  countries  had  the  name  of  the 
country  on  the  scroll  mount  and  the  British  Territorial  Army  had  the  inscription 
“territorial”  on  the  scroll  mount. 

Two  interesting  inscriptions  on  the  scroll  mount  are: 

“rhodesia  and  nyasaland”  Authorised  in  the  Federal  Government  Notice  No.  94 

of  1956. 

“rhodesia”  Authorised  by  an  amendment  to  the  above  notice.

This  book  lists  and  prices  all  dates  including  mint  marks,  assayer’s  initials,  and  major  die 
varieties  of  all  dollar  sized  or  crown  sized  coins  issued  for  Central  America,  South  America  and 
the  islands  in  the  Caribbean.  Mintage  figures  are  given  where  known.  Photographs  and  in  a 
few  cases  line  drawings  illustrate  all  type  coins. 
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The  listing  of  the  dollar  sized  coins  is  divided  into  two  sections:  one  on  the  regular  coinage 
(pages  1-112)  and  the  other  on  emergency  issues  and  counterstamped  coins  (pages  113-141). 
The  countries  are  listed  alphabetically  in  each  of  the  two  sections.  The  crown  sized  coins  listed 
are  36  mm.  or  more  in  diameter  and  thus  the  three  guilder  coins  of  British  Guiana  and  other 
smaller  coins  are  omitted. 

Most  ot  the  coins  are  priced  in  fine,  very  fine,  extra  fine,  and  uncirculated  condition.  Prices 
are  given  for  a  few  coins  in  good  and  very  good  condition.  The  mint  marks  and  corresponding 
mints  are  listed  under  each  country  as  well  as  the  assayer’s  initials  and  his  full  name  where  it 
is  known.  A  separate  entry  with  valuations  is  given  for  each  mint  mark  or  assayer’s  initials  for 
each  date.  Major  die  varieties  such  as  over  dates,  inverted  reverses,  different  styles  of  numerals, 
or  major  design  changes  for  the  same  date  are  listed  and  valuations  are  given. 

The  section  on  emergency  issues  and  counterstamped  coins  lists  a  number  of  type  coins 
not  before  listed  in  catalogues  and  brings  together  a  great  deal  of  data  listed  in  many  different 
reference  works.  Line  drawings  or  photographs  show  each  counterstamp. 

The  book  is  well  bound  with  a  thick  blue  hard  cover  and  is  printed  on  sturdy  semi-glossy 
paper. 

This  book  is  unique  in  listing  all  dates  with  mint  marks,  assayer’s  initials,  and  die  varieties 
for  all  dollar  sized  coins  issued  for  all  Central  and  South  American  countries  and  the  islands 
in  the  Caribbean.  The  detailed  and  lengthy  listing  of  these  coins  shows  years  of  painstaking 
research.  The  book  is  bound  to  be  the  standard  reference  work  for  crown  sized  coins  of  the 
New  World  and  is  highly  recommended  to  all  collectors. — -J.  R. 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

The  Swedish  “Goertz  Dalers”.  In  your  December  issue,  Air.  Philip  T.Meldrum  wrote  an 
interesting  article  concerning  “Britannia  and  Svea”.  In  its  essentials  it  is  quite  correct,  although 
there  are  some  minor  errors  I  would  like  to  point  out.  The  observation  is  quite  correct  that  one 
of  the  “necessity  coins”  (“Goertz  dalers”)  from  the  reign  of  Charles  XII  of  Sweden,  namely 
the  type  with  Pubhca  Fide,  is  a  copy,  as  far  as  the  female  figure  is  concerned,  of  Charles  IPs 
Britannia  on  his  copper  coinage.  However,  this  observation  has  already  been  made  by  Erik  G. 
Berggren  in  a  paper  entitled  “Aven  mynten  ha  sina  oden”,  and  published  in  Samlarjournalen 
1964.  It  was  reviewed  shortly  in  A  Survey  of  Numismatic  Research,  III,  Modern  Numismatics, 
Congres  International  de  Numismatique,  Copenhagen  1967,  page  16. 

Returning  to  the  Swedish  economic  policy  during  the  last  years  of  Charles  XII’s  reign, 
the  role  of  Baron  Georg  Heinrich  von  Goertz  was  certainly  important.  He  was  not  the  inventor 
of  the  “necessity  coins”,  however.  He  did  not  meet  the  king  until  December  1714 — the  paper 
gives  the  impression  that  it  happened  in  1709 — .  He  spent  a  large  part  of  the  remaining  years, 
until  the  king’s  death  on  November  30th  1718,  on  travels,  negotiating  about  large  loans  etc. 
He  even  disapproved  of  the  size  of  the  issues.  The  name  “Goertz  dalers”,  which  was  given  them 
by  angry  Swedes,  therefore  is  incorrect.  These  tokens  did  not  replace  the  silver  coinage.  Each 
copper  token  represented  a  copper  plate  coin  with  the  value  of  1  daler  s.m.,  i.e.  the  coinage  of 
these  heavy  coins,  invented  in  1644  and  demonetized  in  1776  (often  wrongly  called  “siege 
coins”  or  even  mistaken  for  the  necessity  coins  themselves),  was  for  a  short  time  to  a  large 
extent  replaced  by  the  light  tokens,  weighing  only  4-8  grams.  But  since  the  plate  money  was 
supposed  to  be  worth  what  was  stamped  on  it — the  value  of  the  metal  being  given  in  silver  coin, 
at  this  time  from  4  daler  to  4  dalers — and  the  necessity  coins  were  just  tokens,  too  large  issues 
were  dangerous,  as  Goertz  knew.  When  the  minting  stopped  in  1719,  about  42  million  pieces 
had  been  struck.  The  inflation  was  not  so  serious,  however,  as  those  caused  by  Law  or  the 
South  Sea  Bubble;  those  who  had  such  tokens  got  back  ca.  50%  of  the  value. 

The  tokens  were  struck  in  Stockholm,  not  in  Avesta,  where,  however,  most  of  the  striking 
of  Swedish  copper  coinage  took  place  from  1644  to  1832,  both  plate  money  and  “normal” 
coins.  The  Avesta  mint  was  owned  and  controlled  by  the  government;  it  did  not  belong  to 
The  Avesta  Company. 

The  reminting  of  the  tokens  meant  a  further  reduction  than  Mr.  Meldrum  says.  They 
were  restruck  as  1  ore  k.m.  (copper  coin),  and  since  1  ore  k.m.  was  only  -j  of  1  ore  son.,  they 
represented  1/9(i  of  the  token  value.  Before  turning  the  tokens  in  for  recoining,  however, 
all  owners  received  “promissory  notes”  for  part  of  the  value,  and  thus,  as  I  said  above,  in  the 
end  they  received  about  50%  of  the  face  value. 

I  do  not  think  sailors  played  any  part  in  the  inspiration  for  the  design  of  the  Publica  Fide 
token.  But  the  Swedish  chief  engraver  at  the  Mint,  Arvid  Karlsten,  very  aged  at  this  time, 
might  have  possessed  English  specimens  or  even  tools — it  is  known  that  Sweden  even  possessed 
punches  for  the  manufacture  of  French  copper  from  the  early  part  of  Louis  XIV’s  reign. 
But  here  I  must  refer  to  Mr.  Berggren’s  paper. — Lars  O.  Lagerqvist,  Hon.  Sec.:  Swedish 
Numismatic  Society. 
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Britannia  and  Svea.  Mr.  Whipp  seems  rather  doubtful  about  the  co-relation  between 
the  medal  that  Mr.  Pepys  saw  in  1667  at  his  goldsmith’s  and  that  known  to  us  as  Charles  II 
‘Favente  Deo’  medallion.  Pepys  was  very  impressed  with  the  lady’s  face,  as  well  he  might  be. 
Airs.  Stuart  was  considered  the  beauty  of  the  day.  Not  only  that  but  she  was  bare-headed — 
no  helmet  to  hide  her  face!  In  Hawkin’s  Medallic  Illustrations  a  comparison  is  made  between 
another  medallion  of  Airs.  Stuart  (Ai.I.  542/195)  which  leaves  no  doubt  that  the  face  is  the 
same  as  on  the  ‘Favente  Deo’  medallion. 

Both  Charles  and  Sam  Pepys  had  an  eye  for  a  pretty  face  it  seems — A.  Cohen. 

Treasure  Trove  in  1817.  The  following  is  from  the  files  of  the  Windsor  &  Eton  Express , 
Afay  25th,  1817: 

“A  few  days  since  at  least  1,000  silver  Saxon  coins  were  ploughed  up  in  a  field  on  Sandlea 
Farm,  Datchet.  Some  of  the  coins  were  in  a  high  standard  of  preservation  and  it  is  impossible 
to  estimate  howr  old  they  are,  but  experts  state  they  must  be  more  than  900  years  old.  The 
coins  were  all  together  in  a  field  near  the  river  and  the  ploughman  very  properly  on  making 
the  discovery  informed  his  master,  who  in  turn  told  the  clerk  of  the  peace”. 

I  believe  this  statement  to  be  a  true  one  although  it  contains  some  contradictions;  I  have 
also  made  considerable  enquiry  both  locally  and  amongst  my  numismatic  friends,  but  none  of 
them  have  found  any  record  of  the  hoard.  It  can  only  be  assumed  that  as  it  was  reported  to 
Authority,  it  was  handed  over  to  the  Alint  and  melted  down.  If  any  reader  has  knowledge  of 
the  hoard,  I  should  be  glad  to  hear  from  him. — F.  M.  Underhill,  32,  Eton  Rd .,  Datchet,  Bucks. 

Survey  of  Beggars*  Badges  in  the  North  of  Ireland.  At  present  I  am  engaged  in 
collecting  all  information  regarding  the  above  subject.  In  order  to  get  the  few  extant  badges 
from  this  area  into  true  perspective  as  to  rarity,  general  period  of  production,  and  regions  in 
which  they  were  most  commonly  in  use,  I  am  anxious  to  know  whether  many  survive  in 
Britain,  and  whether  parochial  councils  acted  on  legislation  for  licensing  beggars  prescribed 
during  the  reigns  of  William  III  and  George  III. 

Kerr  &  Lockie  ( Proc .  Soc.  Ant.  Scot,  xcv  (1961-2),  pp.  291-9  and  pis.  LIII-LVI)  have 
wrell  summarised  those  badges  known  in  Scotland,  while  J.  Balfour  Paul  gave  a  short  history 
of  their  use  in  that  country  in  the  same  Proceedings  xxi  (1886-7).  We  ourselves  have  published 
notes  on  a  number  from  Ulster  in  the  old  Belfast  Aluseum  Quarterly  Notes,  while  Mr.  T.  G. 
F.  Paterson  and  others  have  described  more,  chiefly  from  Vestry  books,  in  the  current  and 
earlier  series  of  the  Ulster  Journal  of  Archaeology. 

But  apart  from  several  enactments,  a  few  notes  in  Country  Life,  a  typescript  of  G.  Ewing 
giving  extracts  from  Ribton-Turner  A  History  of  Vagrants  &  Vagrancy  and  Beggers  &  Begging 
(1887),  as  well  as  odd  newspaper  letters,  I  have  nothing  from  England  and,  in  consequence, 
have  no  idea  if  badges  exist  in  some  numbers  or  are  now  virtually  unknown.  Curiously  enough, 
too,  I  do  not  remember  seeing  any  in  the  various  museums  in  which  I  have  worked  or  often 
visited  there. 

I  should  be  most  grateful  if  any  of  your  readers  could  let  me  know  if  thev  possess  examples 
or  remember  coming  across  references  to  the  subject. — W.  A.  Seaby,  Director, Ulster  Museum,

£1,700  World  Record  for  a  V.C.  A  new  world  record  price  for  a  Victoria  Cross  was 
established  at  Sotheby’s  yesterday  when  the  cross  won  by  Lieutenant  William  Rennie  in  1858 
fetched  £  1,700.  It  was  bought  by  Baldwin  on  behalf  of  the  Cameronians’  regimental  museum. 

Rennie  served  with  the  90th  Foot  throughout  the  Crimean  campaign.  He  served  with 
Havelock’s  column  during  the  advance  on  Lucknow  in  1857.  On  September  21  he  charged 
the  enemy’s  guns  in  advance  of  the  skirmishers  of  the  90th  Light  Infantry  under  heavy  musketry 
fire,  and  prevented  them  from  dragging  off  one  gun,  which  was  later  captured. 

He  again  showed  “conspicuous  gallantry”  on  September  25,  when  he  charged  in  advance 
of  the  90th  column  in  the  face  of  a  heavy  fire  of  grape  shot  and  forced  the  enemy  to  abandon 
their  guns.  Major-General  Havelock  said  of  Rennie’s  exploits:  “To  do  it  once  was  bravery; 
to  do  it  twice  was  madness.” 

The  price  of  V.C.s  has  risen  steadily  since  1955,  when  Surgeon  Major  Edmund  Baron 
Hartley’s  cross  fetched  £300  at  Sotheby’s.  A  new  record  was  set  up  at  Christie’s  five  months 
later  when  Assistant  Surgeon  Hale’s  V.C.  fetched  £420. 

In  July,  1955,  two  First  World  War  V.C.s  sold  for  £800  at  Sotheby’s.  In  October,  1966,  the 
Aliddlesex  Regiment  bought  a  private’s  Somme  V.C.  for  £900. — Tunes,  22  Jan.,  1969 

Treasure  Hunters  try  again.  Yet  another  attempt  is  being  made  to  recover  the  legendary 
treasure  of  the  Grosvenor,  a  British  ship  which  went  aground  off  South  Africa’s  coast  near 
Port  St.  Johns  186  years  ago. 

Three  Germans  are  scouring  the  inhospitable  surf  for  the  wreck  of  the  East  India  Company 
brig,  which  is  reputed  to  have  gone  down  while  sailing  from  Ceylon  to  England. 
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There  have  been  many  attempts  to  reach  the  wreck,  but  all  have  been  foiled  by  the  towering 
waves  which  drove  the  Grosvenor  on  to  the  rocks  of  the  notorious  stretch  of  South  Africa’s 
east  coast  on  a  stormy  night  in  1782. 

The  first  attempt  to  retrieve  the  treasure  was  made  in  1896.  A  Scotsman,  Alexander  Lindsay, 
dynamited  the  area  where,  according  to  a  map  drawn  by  one  of  the  few  survivors  of  the  ship¬ 
wreck,  the  Grosvenor  lay. 

The  sea  yielded  1,000  gold  coins,  two  cannon  and  some  cannon  balls.  The  harvest  dis¬ 
couraged  Lindsay,  who  expected  far  more  wealth,  but  it  acted  as  bait  to  generations  of  fortune- 
seekers  after  him. 

Later  a  Belgian  company  located  and  decided  to  tunnel  their  way  to  the  wreck.  A  vertical 
shaft  was  sunk  on  the  beach,  and  they  started  digging  horizontally  under  the  sea-bed,  but  their 
efforts  failed,  only  40  ft.  from  the  wreck,  when  water  burst  into  the  tunnel. 

According  to  the  survivors,  who  made  their  way  to  Capetown,  the  cargo  included  162,378 
gold  coins,  720  gold  bars,  1,450  silver  bars,  19  small  chests  filled  with  diamonds,  rubies,  pearls 
and  sapphires,  and  the  Peacock  Throne  of  the  Moguls.

Fiji  Change  to  Decimal  Coinage.  The  British  colony  of  Fiji  changes  to  decimal 
currency  on  Monday,  when  the  new  Fijian  dollar  replaces  the  old  pound  system,  based  on  sterling. 
(The  new  dollar  will  be  worth  about  10  shillings). 

Banks  closed  yesterday  afternoon  to  prepare  for  the  change. 

The  new  decimal  notes  will  be  for  20  dollars,  10,  two  and  one  dollar.  There  will  also  be  a 
50-cent  note  and  coins  worth  20  cents,  10,  five,  two  and  one  cent.  A  special  one-dollar  coin  has 
been  struck  to  commemorate  the  change  over. — Cork  Evening  Echo ,  9  January,  1969. 

Anniversary  Coin.  An  Australian  50-cent  coin  will  be  issued  in  1970  to  commemorate  the 
200th  anniversary  of  Captain  Cook’s  discovery  of  the  east  coast  of  Australia. — Oldham 
Evening  Chronicle ,  4  January,  1969. 

Coin  Gang  Alert.  South  East  London  police  have  warned  local  coin  collectors  about  an 
expert  gang  which  has  stolen  £10,000  of  coins  during  the  past  year. 

Police  believe  the  gang  has  built  up  a  knowledge  of  enthusiasts  in  the  Woolwich  and  Eltham 
area,  and  know  the  best  time  to  strike. 

The  gang  rarely  have  a  haul  of  less  than  £1,000.  In  the  past  year  they  have  made  at  least 
six  raids. 

Police  are  urging  collectors  to  lock  up  their  coins  safely  and  not  leave  them  in  vulnerable 
tupboards  and  drawers. 

A  police  spokesman  said  this  week  that  the  gang  is  believed  to  learn  of  large  collections  from 
advertisements.  He  added:  “Many  collectors  trade  through  exchange  magazines.  ” 

“We  advise  collectors  to  use  a  bank  strong  room  or  even  a  home  safe.” — South  East  London 
Mercury ,  9  January,  1969. 

Coins  stolen  from  Church.  Coins  on  exhibition  in  the  crypt  of  St.  Bride’s,  Fleet 
Street,  have  been  stolen.  They  include  six  Roman  coins,  seven  17th  and  18th-century  coins  and 
eight  jetons,  or  casting  counters. 

The  Rev.  Dewi  Morgan,  rector,  said  last  night:  “The  exhibition  had  not  been  officially 
opened.  I  do  not  know  if  the  coins  are  of  great  value.” — Daily  Telegraph,  13  January,  1969. 

Coroner  seizes  Coins  Hoard.  An  inquest  jury  at  Hyde,  Cheshire,  last  night  found 
that  a  hoard  of  sovereigns,  and  half  sovereigns  found  by  a  boy,  aged  14,  under  the  floorboards 
at  his  home  in  Woodhead  Road,  Tintwistle,  was  treasure  trove. 

The  East  Cheshire  coroner,  Mr.  Herbert  Sidebotham,  said:  ‘I  seize  the  treasure  trove  on 
behalf  of  the  Queen  and  it  will  be  sent  to  the  British  Museum.  They  will  decide  whether  there 
is  any  particular  interest  in  these  coins,  when  they  will  no  doubt  compensate  the  boy  or  return 
them  to  him.” — Times,  18  January,  1969.

Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  ordinary  meeting  held  on 
21st  January,  1969,  with  Mr.  D.  F.  Allen,  President,  in 
the  Chair,  Mr.  Philip  Grierson  read  a  paper  entitled 
“Money,  coinage  and  weight”. 

He  pointed  out  that  coinage,  when  invented  in  Asia 
Minor  and  subsequently  introduced  into  different 
Societies  elsewhere,  had  in  each  case  to  be  fitted  into  a 
pre-existing  local  system  of  money  and  currency. 
While  coinage  offered  few  advantages  and  some  serious 
disadvantages  to  communities  which  had  previously 
used  metal  by  weight,  it  would  in  many  respects  provide 
a  much  more  convenient  medium  of  exchange  than 
utensil  currencies  (cauldrons,  tripods,  axes,  etc.).  He 
suggested  that  this  might  help  to  explain  the  contrast 
between  the  rapidity  with  which  coinage  spread  in  the 
Greek  world,  where  utensil  currencies  were  widely  used, 
and  the  slowness  of  its  adoption  by  the  Phoenicians  and 
Carthaginians  and  by  the  great  empires  of  the  Near 
East,  whose  monetary  systems  wrere  based  on  metal  by 
weight. 


British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Society,  on 
January  28th,  Dr.  Kent  read  a  paper  on  “Early  coining 
machinery  in  England”. 

He  started  by  mentioning  factors  that  had  held  up 
research  in  this  field.  These  were  official  reticence  on 
machinery  from  the  earliest  times,  the  changelessness  of 
terminology,  and  emphasis  on  the  screw  press.  The 
Speaker  mentioned  different  types  of  dies,  including 
improved  types  developed  by  forgers.  He  then  went  on 
to  describe  the  work  of  Leonardo  da  Vinci  in  developing 
the  earliest  coining  machinery.  Two  types  of  early 
machinery  for  striking  coins  were  the  roller  die  press 
and  the  rocking  die  press.  The  latter  was  useful  for 
small  quantities  of  coins.  It  gave  good  results  only  when 
used  slowly. 

Dr.  Kent  described  the  advantages  of  the  screw  press, 
and  then  went  on  to  the  physical  characteristics  of  early 
silver  coins.  These  had  led  him  to  the  belief  that  all  our 
silver  crowns  and  half  crowns,  up  to  now  assumed  to  be 
hammered,  had  been  mechanically  struck  to  some  extent. 
He  then  described  the  work  of  Mestrel  and  Briot  in  the 
French  mints,  and  afterwards  in  the  British  mints,  in 
the  16th  and  17the  centuries.  Their  presses  produced 
coins  with  a  better  finish,  but  they  were  not  always  true 
to  weight.  Following  Briot’s  work,  the  Tower  Mint  may 
have  been  mechanised  to  some  extent  by  the  Civil  War. 
At  the  Aberystwyth  Mint  rocker  dies  were  used  from  the 
first,  and  all  coins  were  produced  by  mechanical  means 
at  this  mint.  Finally,  Dr.  Kent  said  that  although  much 
more  needed  to  be  done  in  this  field,  it  could  be  shown 
that  there  was  some  mechanisation  at  the  Tower  Mint 
from  1551  onwards.
